(£300 m.), to the World Bank.

currency devaluation, and destruc- 
tive: impediments to trade which 
preceded the present war. i We 
have succeeded in that effort.'

(THE findings of a noted: bacteri- 


ologist are awaited in the case 
of the food poisoning of over twenty 
valuable dogs—gundogs and dach- 
shunds—the property of the well- 
known breeders and exhibitors at 
Irish shows, the Misses Peggy Kelly 
and Seton Buckley. 

As already suggested, the organism 
that caused the infection probably 
wil} be found in the big monelle 
group, which includes bacillus 
aertrycke, the microbe that caused 
the food poisoning of over twenty 
people in Dublin. 


BREEDER’S VIEWS 

Miss Kelly told an /rish Times 
reporter that some of the dogs she 
had lost already had been sold, and 
were about to be shipped to Eng- 
land. The older dogs that contracted 
the disease survived, the mortality 
being among the puppies. 

“It might have been worse,” she 
said. “ Luckily, however, my kennels 
are well stocked, and |. probably 
will be able to replace my losses.” 
She added that this was the hrst 
time a poison microbe had been 
isolated from the blood-stream of a 
dog. She believed that the poison-

FLYING BOMBS
